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A true relation ofthe victory by 
ſea, obtained by the Duke of Gui/e 
again#t the Rochellers, the 27 of 

Ocober, 1622. 


—STE3 OD hath encrmore, and e. 
#3 | ven vntill this preſent, by his 
2 | Ipeciall fanour ſo alſsiſted the 
S)| Kings affaires, that no man 
Sy need doubt but that the eye 

of his dinine Prouidence hath alwaies been 
open for the protection and ſafegard of this 
Monarchie, againſt the bould and treache- 
rous attempts of thoſe which haue gone a- 
bout to contrine the fubuerſion thereof. 
And as his faithful] ſeruants,vvhich are necr 
about his perſon, ftriue who may beſt ſerue 
him: eucn ſo ſuch as are moſt remote, are 
AZ no 
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no leſſe zealous and affetionate to employ 
themſelues worthily for the good of thar 
Countrey. The Duke of Gwe amongſt 0- 
\ thers(atrue [mitator of the generolity of his 
Anceſtors ; who, vnder the fortune of our 
Kings, haue holpen to augment their Tri- 
umphs) was ſo impatient to ſee the vnſeca- 
ſonableneſle of the weather and contrarie 
winds to hinder him from doing ſome no- 
table exploit,thatin the end he rook the ve- 
ry firſt occaſton and oportunity,as follows. 

You muſtthen knowe, that the 24 of Oc- 
rober his Maieſties Nauy arrined within 
fight of land, where they were conſtrained 
to. come to an anchor at the entry of Hole 
Bretton,neer to Balenes, whither Monſieur 
the Earl of Rechefoucault came with 1500 
footand 200 Gentlemen, all of them ap- 
pointed to land after the Fight. 

The Gallies alfo ſer ſail, and came to the 
rende-vous, remaining all day in view of the 
enemies Armie; whil ſtthe Earl of Toygrre, 
Generall of.the Gallies, went to the Duke 
of Guiſe to receiueſuch order from him as 
he ſhould pleaſe to giue: the reſt of this day 
wasimployed by the Duke of Gui/e about 
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ordering of the fight ; ſo as the fleet, beeing 
not able to make any way but with the 
tide; by reaſon of the great calm. all it could 
do was onely to cometo an anchor at that 
place whither the Gallies were aduanced, 
about two houres after midnighe.. Where- 
upon-it was reſolued to affemble all the 
Captains 2 or 3 houres before day, which 
was done the 26, And after, hauing div 
ded the Fleetinto.three ſquadrons, namely, 
. the Admirals, Viceadmirals and Rereadm1- 
rals, and giuen order to the captains to com 
vp in files;that'ithey might haue their broad 
ſites freeto play with their great ordinice, 
without any danger to themſelues, the Ge. 
nerall of the Gallies was appointed to giue 
the onſet vpon the enemie, who lay at an- 
chor in f1 bi of them in the open rode be- 
fore the le of Re belowe S. Martins; who 
ſeeing the CI and the Kings 
fleetin fight, ſer ſail, the winde little ſeruing 
the Kings Nauy, and che tide almoſt ſpent; 
ſo asall they could do,vyas ro come within 
aleague of their enemies : who ſeeing the 
Gallies, began'to ſhoot, and the Gallies at 
chemagain. Then-the Duke of Guiſe reſol- 
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aed to go himſelf to take a view of the ene. 
2 _ this end ſent to the Generall for 
a Gallie: and iathe mean time hee and the 
Earl of Rochefoucault put themiclues with 5 
or {ix other Gentlemen into a barge , and 
meeting with the Gallie, hee went aboard 
her, and by and by met with the Generall | 
whom he had orderd before notto engage 
himſelf roo far, butto ftay for him. Aﬀeer 
this, he went aboard the Admirall, and re- 
ſolued to approach the enemy, to diſcouer 
the burden of their ſhips, and the bore of 
their Ordinance ; which he ſo happily per- 
formed,that thereupon the fight began, and 
by lictle and little fo increaſed, that hee con- 
ſtrained them being but newly anchored, 
to ſer ſaile againe: and approaching them 
with his musket ſhot, putting his Gallies in 
front, and ſeucring them an hundred or ſix- 
ſcore paſes aſunder, all the Cannons in theit 
provves were diſcharged , which cauſed 
' many pieces of wood to ſwimme towards 
them, which their artillery had torne from 
their ſides, ſo as he jud d ic then a fit time 
to giue them batcel, _ comanded Monſ: 
deS.Luc,Viceadmiral, to bring forward the 
fleet 
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fleet, and to pack on all ſailes, which was 
done withall diligence ; ſo as the Captains, 
ſtriuing who ſhould get one before another 
co ſer vpon the enemie, brake their order 
when they were but within half a league of 
them. In the mean time, the Duke of Guiſe 
put himſelf aboard the Admirall, and ſtaied 
the forvardeſt of them, being within ſhot 
of the enemy,and already at blowes. The 
Rochellers fleeting cloſe aboard the lands, 
and by little & little (aJl men 1udging them 
ro flie) got ſo much into the winde, as there 


- / wasnowno ſtriuing for it. They diuided 


their Nauy into 3 bodies,as the Kings fleet 
was, and approaching ſoftly ymto it,ſhevwd 
they had agood will to fight. The Cannons 
began then to play within reach one of a- 
nother, about 3 a clock after noon : and 


within a while after,the hindermoſt of ours 


making haſte, were within musker ſhor of 
them. 
Theenemie ſeeing that our great & hea- 


uie veſſels plied not to windeward fo well 
as our little ones Pu (ta ro aſſail our 


Vantguard, which ey ſo wel performed, 
that by & by they were at it pel mel, where 
B Mon. 
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Monſ.de S.Luc. who commanded the ſame 
Vant-gard, and was the firſt ſer vpon,beha- 
ued himſelf very nobly, ſuſtaining himſelt 
alone for a ſmall while the bruat of the ene- 
my. 
The Gallion of Malta, to which the Ge- 
nerall had ſent two Gallies to hale her a- 
long, approached , and the other which 
were to leward,got into the wind to ſhoot 
at the enemie in . flank. 

The Admirall by often boarding endea- 
nored by all poisible means to get to wind- 
ward. Inthe end, ſeeing all the fleet ſer on 
the Vantgard, and to put her in great dan- 
ger, in ſtead of tacking once more about, 
turned ſhort vpon the enemie, and alone 
oppoſed himſelf againſt them all. In this 
ſo dangerous anexigent, all the officers and 
pilots of theſhippe were on their knees be- 
tore the Duke of Gui/e, to ſhew him into 
what perill hedid thruſt himſelf, not being 
any waies able to bee aſfiſted by any of his 
other ſhips, which were all to lewards of 
him: bur hee generoully ſurmounting all 
things which might alter his purpoſe, re- 
ſolued togo on and approach the enemie, 

and 
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and faue his Vantgard whichelle would be 
loſt : which cauſed them all to turn toward 
him, and to aſlail him in very good order, 
conducting before them vnder fauour of 
their cannonand musket ſhor, 2 thips fall 
of fire-works chained together: and after . 
their firſt charge crying, Aboard, aboard, 
they tied with their grapples the two fire 
{hips tothe waſte of our Admirall, which 
{uddenly rook fire both within & on their 
ſailes; ſoas the lame got vp as high as the 
Maſt head. This was a {traragem which the 
Rochellers had made great boaſt of betore 
their ſetting out to ſea, as if it had been as 
ealie a matterto burn our Admirall, as to 
make it their protect. 

In the mean time their musketſhot and 
artillery plaied vnceſlantly , and then was 
le Sieur de Vinceguerre (lain with a musket 
ſhot, being vpon the Nettings, neer vnto 
Monſide Guiſe, who had commanded him 
to attend the quenching of the fire, as him- 
{elf ro prouide tor the reſt. | 

This-combarelaſted two houres during 
the day light , and night drawing on, it 
continued yet an houre more, and it was 

B a {0 
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ſo obſtinately maintained, that many of the 
Rochelers were lain at the puſh of the pike 
Monſ.de Tauanes commanded in the = 
caſtle: The Count de (rſe,in the poop, and 
Monſ.de Zueryenaux, the Voluntaries, who 
were diuided berween them. i» 
The Duke of Guiſe his guard, and ſome 
Gentlemen of the Earl de la Rochefoucaults, 
fought ar the Orolope of the main maſt. 
The Duke of Gui/e,accompanied alwaies 
with the Earl of Rochefoucault, went conti- 
nually vp and down to prouide for what 
was neceſlary. The Seiur de la Perdier,lieu- 
tenant of the Duke of Guiſe his company of 
horſe,vvho was imployed to impart his wil 
on all ſides, was hurt in the head with a 
muskert ſhot : Some other Gentlemen and 
officers ſlain , amongſt others, the maſter of 
the ſhip, who aſsiſted the Lord of Yaſſale 
and the Seriant Maior who did yvſewon- 
derfull endeauours about quenching of the 
fire, already grove great, and almoſt paſt 
all hope of {laking : in the end it was not- 
DOTY ib put out by. exceeding great 
diligence, in lefſethan an houre. Our hap- 
pineſle was in this, that the enemie giuing 
ouer 
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ouer the fight, abandoned our Admiral,and 
gaue vs leaſure to intend nothing but the 
quenching of the fire; which we ſhould ve- 
ry hardly have done, if we had been forced - 
to fight and quenchir both ar once. 

The 1oy was incredible which thereſt of 
our army-had,which could helpe vs no lon- 
ger by reaſon of the winde and Tide which 
vvere both contrarie, when they {avve the 
Admyrall rout the Enemje hauing beene 
formerlieafrayde leſt hee had been vtterlie 
burnt am——_ them, which ſo encouraged 
theKings flect,as they endeuoured to reu- 
nite them ſelues at the {ame inſtant crying 
on all ſides Victorie, Victorie, vntill three 
howers vvithin night, vvhen it yvaxed {ſo 
darke on a ſuddaine that our ſhips came 
came foule one of another: ſo as theene- 
mie making vſe ofthe occaſion vvithdrew 
themſelues. And then our Admzrrall yvho 
beganne to bee agrovend , being burar 3. 

FR. come vvater, in following the maine, 
vvas conſtrained toſtaie: Fg, hung our 
his light and vvas alone a verie long while 
_— aduanced himfelfe in the heare of 
the fight aleague from the place vvhere he 
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wvas, atthe firſt onſet. 

The firſt veſſels which came vp vnto 
him, after his long ſtaic for them vvere the 
_ Uirgin, wherein was the Sieur de Manty 
Rereadmirall, The Knight of (uges, who 
vyas laine aboord the YVize-admurall of the 
Eaſt, and the Sieur de Pt, Lientenant vnto 
Mon}. de Valence. | 

The Gallion of Malta was aflaulted by 
2. Veſlels, and reſcued by ( ages, who ſunk 
Arnauldes ſhip, vvhich vvas of 400.tunnes, 
. wherein werea great many of Gentlemen 
and Voluntaries of Rochel, vvhich vvere ei- 
ther ſlaine or drovvned, except the Cap- 
taine and a Counſellor of Rochel, vvhich 
yveretaken priſoners. 

There are found ten of the Rochelers 
ſhips ſunk, morethen 2000. men ſlain, or 
drovvned, and of ours ſome 400. 

The Rochelers Fleet fled tovvards 3 o., 
Flemiſh Veſlels, vvhich had not aduanced 
rhemſelues ro fight, to th'end their loſſe 
might not be knovvne by day. They haue 
taken fro them all theirmen they can ſpare 
to furniſh their ſhips againe: If vve had had 
but one houre of Ge more, there had fevve 


of them eſcaped, Their 
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. - Their Army could-not berecolle&ed,but 
on the morrovv : Monitieur de S. Luc rallt- 
ed hinſelfe alſo for his part at the ſame 11- 
ſtant vvith 30. Saile neerevnto Monſ. de 
Guiſe, and the Generall of the Gallies like- 
vviſe, vvho aftervvards, during the calme, 
ſunke the S.Lews which vvas one of Monſ. 
de Neners his ſhips , vvhich thoſe of Rochel 
had taken the laſt yeere. 

The morrow after going to diſcouer 
them,ve ſaw 20.0ft theirſhips which were 
run onground and battered vvith our Can- 
non. So that of 70.ſhips vvhich the Roche- - 
lers had on the day of battell, there appea- 
red no more bur 32. vvhich vve hope to 
ſpoil vvith our Cannon, becauſe vve cannot 
come at themyvithout running onground. 
They haue {heyved great boldnes, and hane 
indeed made valiant reſ:{tance,like men de- 
firing to dye or ouercome. 

All the ſquadrons of both the Armies 
were pell mell at it,the ſpace of two houres 
during day-light : th'obſcurity of the nighr 
ſaued thoſe which remain'd of the inn. at 
lers ſide; becauſe crying Holy Yirgine , and 
God ſaue the King, as we did, (vvhich o_ 
the 
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the word of the KingsFleete) and becauſe 
we could no longer diſcern ourmarks, our 
Veſſels fell fowle one of another. 

This is the truth of what paſled in this 
Sea-hght,in which there vvas noComman. 
der or Captaine, which ſhewed not proofe 
inough of his valour,; thefight was fo furi- 
ous,as we may truly lay there was diſchar- 
ged on th'one {ide and the other more then 
15000, Cannon ſhot. Nor is itto be for- 
gotten, that onthe morrovy after, Mon/. de 
Guiſe hauing rallied his forces, ſentto ſum- 
mon thoſe which commanded in the Dzue, 
ro render themſelues, which is a Fort made 
in an[land very neere Aiguillon, which they 
had lately ſurpriſed, which place yeelded at 
his diſcretion. 

Finally, as Mon/. de Guiſe was about to 
purſue his vicorie, and land his Armie into 


thoſellands which the Rochellers held, he 


received letters from his Maieſty,which aſ- 
| ſured him ofthe peace, Which hath whol- 
ly ſtayed the courſe of a greater expedition, 
which he held himſelfe almoſt affured of: 
ſuch confidence hee hath in Gods prote&ti- 
on, who is the true auengerof Kings quar- 
rels.

He antient Hiſtories doe eleuate the 
naturall goodneſſe of Mexander the 
Great vnto the skies, who neuer ſuf- 
| fered his ſcaffold to be tainted with his ſub- 
ies bloud, that craued his fauour : the 
thunder-boult neuer breakes thoſe things 
which bend at the lightning of his fire; and 
the ſtout harted Lion cannot hurt him that 
bends before him. Bur all the examples of 
goodneſle are nothing to be paralleld with 


the royall clemency of Lewis the luſt, vvho 
D after 
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afcer ſo many vexations, ſo much paines, 
and offences thar haue been offered by the 
diſobedience of rebellious ſubiects, hauing 
iuſt occaſion to make them feele the tokens 
of his indignation, who went about to de- 
ſtroy themſelues with a little patience , diſ- 
perling themſelues from one another hour- 
ly : neuertheleſle, ro make th: effects of his 
royall bounty apparant, and to giue peace 
and reſt to his people, who breathed ynder 
the burthen of a thouſand ſorts of griefes, 
which the warres produced and brought 
vponthem, heis atthelaft reſolued to par- 
donthoſe,who acknowledging their faults 
do humbly appeale for mercy at his Maie-

Monſieur, the Duke de Rohan, had be- 
fought Monſieur le ( onne/table to renue the 
treaty which had bin already begun.in Au- 
gult laſtpaſt, and ro work a vniuerſall peace 
with his Maieſty. The which, the ſayd 
Lord (onftable hath vndertaken , with ſo 
much more courage, that hee hath alwaies 
ſhewed himſclfe moſt affectionate to: the 
nem; of the kingdome, and the Kings 
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Hee vent then to Montpellier, according 
to theKings pleaſure, where were preſen- 
ted to his Maieſtie the ſubmiſsions of the 
ſayd Duke de Rohan , together with the af- 
faires concerning the Townes in the lower 
Languedoc. | 

In the meane time notwithſtanding, the 
batteries of the King did not ceaſe ro dif: 
charge as furiuſly as before,againſt the ſaid 
Towne of Montpellier , to the great afto- 
niſhment of the Rochellers. _ 

Theeighteenth of October laſt at night, 
the Peace was reſolued on 1n the Kings 
Chamber, Monſieur le Conneſtable, Mon- 
fieur the Prince of Toniville , and Monſieur 
de Puiſteux being preſent , who hath made 
it apparant by thele affairs, that he is a wor- 
thy heire of the wiſedome and knowledge 
of Monſteur the Chancelier, his Father. 

Thurſday, the ninth ofthe ſame month, 
all things being quier , Monſteur the Duke 
of Eſpernon, by the Kings commandement 
entred the Towne of Montpellier with the 
regimentof his Guard ,' the Companies of 
the Suifſes, and the Marſhalls of Se Kings 
houſe, to take poſleſsion of the place, and

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there to make his Maieſties lodgings , who 
the next day after the 20 of October entred 
therein in arms. | 
The inhabitants caſt themſelues at the 
feet of his Maieſty, crauing pardon of him, 
which he kindly granted. p5-.. 

He re{olued that the nevv fortifications of 
the town ſhould be beaten down, that the 
Churches, which in two yeers before had 
been demoliſhed, ſhould bee nevy built at 
the charge of the ſaid inhabitants of the pre- 
ended reformed religion. | 

After that the reducing of Ni/mes, ( aſtres, 
ſes, Milbaud,and other places which arein 
the obedience of the King, the' new; fortifi- 
cations ſhall be puld down, and the Chur- 
ches reeſtabliſhed, as heerafter ſhall be ſeen 
by the Articles brought by the Sieur Defiat, 
which ſhall be publiſhed with the declara- 
tion of the King, 

At the inſtant when the peace was con- 
cluded, Monſieur le prince departed to go to 
accompliſh his vow at our Ladies of Loret- 
tein Jraly, with the Kings leaue, promiſing 
to return ſhortly. EY 
 Monlicur the Archbiſhop of Lions is alſo 


de- 
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departed in poſte togo to Rome to informe 
his Holineſfle of the peace, | 

TheKing wil that the Eſtates of the coun- 
try of Languedoc in the Town of Beaneaire, 
which ſhall hold but three weeks : and the 
whilſt they aſſemble, his Maiefty will go 
ro Mar/elles. 

By the reducing of Montpeiller,the chief of 
lowe Languedoc, France begins, to take eaſe, 
ypon the aſſurance which ſhe is about pre- 
ſently to enioy, through the obedience thar 
at length is'granted to his Maieſty by the 
greateſt part of his rebellious ſubjects. And 
as the Town of Montpeiller was the firſt oc- 
cafion of all therebellton'of. Languedoc, the 
rule of all the other places which were ri- 
ſen againſt the ſeruice and authority , of rhe 
King; and that which gaue law to the reſt : 
ſo this being reſolued to obedience,and ha- 
uing had recourſe to' his Maieſties mercie, 
tokcepthem defended from all the wicked 
ſtorms wherewithſhee ſaw herſelf threat- 
ned for the chaſtiſement other rebellion; 
the other Towns,as Nt/mes,Y{ex,( aftres,8 
other places, haue, followed and imitated 
her inthe like duty. | 
D 3 Enen 
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Een ſo, thanks be ro God, all theſe places 
arereduced to the King, without murder 
or effuſion of bloud : ſo greatis his goodnes 
and mercy towards them that had inſolent- 
ly offended him; Mercy and clemency,that 
(hall be eternally celebrated, as long as the 
memory of Lewis the Iuſt ſhall flouriſh in 
 thedurance of apes, hee beceing admired in 
chis, aboue the examples which the hiſtor 
.produceth of the like graces which the 
Kings his Predeceſlors haue vſed, vpon the 
repentance of their ſubie&s who haue im- 
plored their clemency after a long continu- 
ation of errors; thereby ſhewing himlſelfe 
the true Farher of his people, who deſiring 
to chaſtiſe his ſubiects,not to deſtroy them, 
but to correc them, receiueth them with 
pardon when they demand it, & acknoww- 
ledgetheir faults ; and takes from them the 
means to do miſchief, by the nevy fortifica- 
tions which his Maiefty vnderſtands to be 
beaten down and defaced. 

This newes of the peace was not ſo ſoon 
publiſht through France,as the beſt rowns 
of the Kingdom took occaſion to beginne 


their ioy, by their thankſgiuing to God,and 
pub- 
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publike merriments, as is ſeen in Thouloyſe, 
Lions , and other Towns, reſeruing their 
greateſt ſolemnities , vntill that the ſayd 
Peace ſhall be generally publiſhed by Par- 
liaments, and through all the Iuriſditions 
and Seneſ{chalſhips of France. 

The Kings returne 1s ſhortly hoped for: 
the Queens, who are at Lyons,vvould go no 
farther after the new receit of this Peace, 
they will tarry there attending the arriuall 
of his Maieſty and of all the Court , to goe 
together to Pars. ” 

In the meane time vve ſhall ſee hereafter 
all Troupes diſmiſſed , exceptthoſe which 
his Maieſty reſcrueth, to ſerue him in places 
and quarters where he ſhal iudge neceſlary, 
the Field ſhall be aſſured and the waies free, 
liberty all ouer,and the King ſerued and ho- 
noured of all his ſubie&s, as well of the one 
Religionas the other, vnder the banner of 
peace: which God grant vs, ifitpleaſehim, 
and make his Maieſties reigne proſperous.
